Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Annual  Report  for  1951. 

The  Birth  Rate  remains  the  same  as  for  1950  and  the  corrected  Rate  of 
14.2  per  1,000  is  lower  than  that  for  England  and  Wales.  This  is  a  natural 
result  of  having  a  larger  proportion  of  old  people  than  most  districts. 

The  Death  Rate  has  fallen  a  little  and  the  corrected  Rate  of  9.4  per  1,000 
is  appreciably  lower  than  the  12.5  per  1,000  Rate  for  England  and  Wales. 
The  relaxing  air  and  mild  climate  are  contributory  factors  in  the  longer 
survival  of  old  people  in  this  district. 

The  number  of  Infant  deaths  dropped  from  14  to  9,  but  with  such  a  small 
number  of  deaths  one  cannot  make  any  comparison  with  other  areas  that  has 
any  statistical  significance.  Prematurity  was  responsible  for  three  deaths. 

The  Cancer  death  rate  has  risen  to  2.9  per  1  ,000.  This  is  a  considerably 
higher  proportion  than  for  the  country  as  a  whole.  The  reason  for  this  is 
mainly  due  to  the  large  number  of  old  people.  I  must  emphasise  that  these 
deaths  from  cancer  could  be  reduced  by  earlier  diagnosis.  It  is  here  where 
the  public  must  play  their  part  in  their  own  salvation.  Any  unusual  signs 
such  as  lumps,  haemorrhage  from  any  opening  of  the  body,  loss  of  appetite  or 
weight,  may  have  great  significance  and  should  be  reported  to  their  doctor 
at  once.  Cancer,  if  discovered  early  enough,  can  usually  be  cured. 

The  aged  sick  and  infirm  become  a  greater  problem  each  year.  Medical 
practitioners  often  have  great  difficulty  in  finding  accommodation  for  them. 
Many  of  these  old  people  do  not  require  skilled  nursing,  but  need  much  more 
assistance  than  the  help  they  are  receiving  at  home,  often  from  aged  relatives 
or  friends.  Their  needs  fall  part  way  between  an  old  people’s  home  and  a 
hospital.  Of  the  two,  the  latter  suits  their  requirements  better,  but  is  the  more 
expensive  means. 

The  fluorine  content  of  the  water  supply  of  the  district  is  low.  If  research 
finds  a  satisfactory  way  of  increasing  the  intake  of  fluorine,  the  number  of  bad 
teeth  found  in  children  should  be  fewer. 

From  my  observations  I  consider  the  general  health  of  the  children  good. 
I  have  noticed  very  few  children  with  glands  in  the  neck,  compared  with  those 
I  have  seen  in  the  north  of  England.  I  attribute  this  to  the  fact  that  most  of 
the  children  I  saw  in  the  north  drank  raw  milk,  whereas  in  Worthing  Rural 
District  they  drink  pasteurised  milk. 

I  conclude  these  remarks  by  referring  to  those  children,  who  are  more 
than  I  like  to  see,  who  go  to  bed  too  late.  Parents  who  allow  or  sometimes 
encourage  their  children  to  stay  up  late  are  depriving  them  of  enoying  the 
best  of  health.  Their  attention  in  the  classroom  is  diminished  and  they  are 
more  susceptible  to  illness.  They  require  adequate  rest  in  the  summer-time 
just  as  much  as  in  the  winter.

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 

IN  THE  AREA 

I.  Local  Health  Authority  Services 

Nursing. 

General  District  Nurses,  Midwives,  Health  Visitors  and 
School  Nurses  are  employed  by  the  County  Council  to  serve  in 
the  area. 


Clinics  and  Treatment  Centres. 

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centres. 

The  County  Council  provide  Centres  at  Littlehampton  and 
Arundel.  These  Centres  are  accessible  to  some  of  the  residents 
of  the  rural  parishes  adjoining  these  urban  areas. 

The  County  Council  also  hold  Centres  within  the  district  at 
East  Preston,  Findon,  Lancing,  Rustington  and  Angmering. 
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Ante-Natal  Clinics. 

Ante-Natal  Clinics  are  held  by  the  County  Council  at  Lancing 
and  Rustington. 

School  Clinics. 

The  following  Clinics  held  by  the  County  Council  are  avail¬ 
able  for  children  resident  in  the  district :  — 

Minor  Ailments  Clinics,  Eye  Clinics  and  Dental  Clinics  are 
held  at  Littlehampton  Health  Centre,  Lancing  Health  Centre  and 
Shoreham-by-Sea  Health  Centre. 

Orthopaedic  Clinics  are  held  at  Lancing  Health  Centre  and 
Chichester  Health  Centre. 

Physiotherapy  Clinics  are  held  at  Littlehampton  Health 
Centre,  Lancing  Health  Centre,  and  Shoreham-by-Sea  Health 
Centre. 
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Speech  Therapy  Clinics  are  held  at  Shoreham-by-Sea  Health 
Centre,  Chichester  Health  Centre  and  Bognor  Regis  Health 
Centre. 

Children  suffering  from  enlarged  tonsils  and  adenoids  are 
treated  at  the  Sussex  Throat  and  Ear  Hospital,  Brighton,  and  at 
Worthing  Hospital. 

Chest  Clinics. 

Chest  Clinics  are  held  at  Worthing  Hospital  and  Southlands 
Hospital,  Shoreham-by-Sea,  which  are  available  to  all  residents 
in  the  Worthing  Rural  District. 

Venereal  Diseases. 

The  Worthing  Hospital  Management  Committee  have  made 
arrangements  entitling  residents  in  the  district  to  attend  the 
Clinics  for  Venereal  Diseases  held  at  Worthing  Hospital. 

Ambulance  Service. 

Acting  as  agent  for  the  County  Council,  the  St.  John  Ambu¬ 
lance  Brigade  and  British  Red  Cross  Society  operate  the 
Ambulance  and  Hospital  Car  Service  in  the  County.  Calls  for  an 
ambulance  are  made  through  the  doctor  or  nurse  in  attendance 
on  the  case  or  through  the  Police  or  public  in  case  of  accidents 
or  other  emergencies. 

Lists,  showing  names  and  addresses  of  midwives,  health 
visitors  and  general  nurses,  may  be  seen  at  County  Libraries, 
Town  Halls,  of  offices  of  Local  District  Councils,  and  the  Public 
Health  Department,  County  Hall,  Chichester.  Information  as  to 
the  situation  of  clinics  and  times  of  sessions  may  be  obtained 
from  the  same  sources,  or  from  the  local  midwife,  health  visitor 
or  general  nurse. 

II.  Hospital  and  Specialist  Services 

A  comprehensive  hospital  and  specialist  service  is  provided 
by  the  Regional  Hospital  Board.  Doctors  can  arrange  whatever 
forms  of  treatment  are  needed  for  their  patients  in  general  or 
special  hospitals,  whether  as  in-patients  or  out-patients.  Hospital 
accommodation  of  a  private  nature  is  available  in  certain  circum¬ 
stances,  subject  to  appropriate  charges.  All  types  of  cases  are 
thus  provided  for — medical,  surgical,  maternity,  infectious 
diseases,  and  those  requiring  sanatorium  or  mental  hospital  treat¬ 
ment. 

The  Worthing  Group  Hospitals  comprise  Worthing,  South¬ 
lands,  Swandean,  Littlehampton  and  Arundel  Hospitals;  Zachary 
Merton  Maternity  Home,  Rustington,  and  certain  Convalescent 
Homes. 
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III.  General  Medical  and  Dental  Services 

Everyone  is  entitled  as  part  of  the  arrangements  for  the 
National  Health  Service  to  general  medical  and  dental  care. 
Local  arrangements  for  these  services  are  organised  through  the 
National  Health  Service  Executive  Council  for  West  Sussex,  63, 
South  Street,  Chichester.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 
1.  WATER  SUPPLY 

(a)  Ten  of  the  Parishes  in  the  District  have  Public  Mains 
Water  Supply,  the  remaining  seven  Parishes  have  piped  supplies 
to  a  varying  extent  from  private  sources. 

The  following  extensions  of  Mains  have  been  made  during 
the  year :  — 

(i)  By  Worthing  Rural  District  Council  in  the  Parishes  of :  — 

Angmering  Village  .  570  ft. 

East  Preston  (Roundstone  Cres. 

and  Roundstone  Drive)  700  ft. 

(ii)  By  Brighton  Corporation  in  the  Parish  of :  — 

Lancing  (Irene  Avenue) .  1,809  ft. 

In  quality  the  water  from  public  sources  was  wholesome  and 
laboratory  reports  satisfactory.  Where  reports  on  individual  wells 
were  unsatisfactory,  the  necessary  action  was  taken  to  render  the 
supply  wholesome,  or  alternatively  to  have  public  mains  water 
supply  laid  on. 

The  quantity  of  the  public  supplies  is  adequate  for  the  needs 
of  the  district. 
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Bacteriological  examinations  and  chemical  analyses  are 
made  of  all  public  piped  supplies  by  the  Water  Undertakings 
concerned  at  regular  intervals,  that  is  to  say,  by  Brighton  Cor¬ 
poration,  Worthing  Corporation,  and  Littlehampton  Urban  Dis¬ 
trict. 

Fifty-five  samples  of  water  were  sent  for  analysis  and 
examination  during  the  year — two  chemical  and  53  bacterio¬ 
logical.  These  were  from  Public  Supplies,  Public  Supplies  owned 
by  Private  Companies,  and  from  individual  supplies  at  dwelling- 
houses.  All  Public  Mains  Supplies  from  Brighton,  Littlehampton 
and  Worthing  Local  Authorities  are  chlorinated.  The  Public 
Supplies  owned  by  Fitzalan-Howard  Estates  Co.,  Ltd.,  Arundel, 
and  the  Rustington  Sea  Estate  Supply  Co.,  Ltd.,  are  also 
chlorinated.

2.  DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 
(a)  Western  Area 

1  here  has  been  no  change  in  the  sewerage  system  which 
serves  the  Western  Parishes. 
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(b)  Eastern  Area 

The  system  at  Lancing  has  been  satisfactory  throughout  the 
year  except  for  offensive  odours  arising  at  Worthing  Borough 
Sewage  Works.  In  order  to  overcome  this,  additional  chlorina¬ 
tion  plant  was  installed  and  as  a  result  the  odour  has  been  con¬ 
trolled  satisfactorily.  To  ensure  complete  success  in  this  connec¬ 
tion,  a  temporary  plant  is  continuing  in  use,  and  on  completion 
of  the  test  period  will  be  replaced  with  permanent  plant. 

(c)  The  sewerage  scheme  for  the  Parish  of  Sompting  was 
completed  so  far  as  Contract  No.  1  is  concerned,  and  at  Decem¬ 
ber  31st  the  drains  of  774  properties  in  the  Parish  had  been  con¬ 
nected  to  the  sewer. 

The  Assistance  Scheme  operated  by  the  Council  in  this  con¬ 
nection  has  continued  to  prove  a  successful  aid  to  householders 
in  this  work. 


3.  PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

(a)  House  Refuse 

Refuse  collection  has  been  carried  out  weekly  at  all  Parishes 
in  the  more  populated  Parishes  along  the  coast,  and  in  the  out¬ 
lying  Parishes  collections  are  made  twice  monthly. 

There  have  been  no  alterations  in  the  modes  of  collection 
and  disposal. 

The  sale  of  salvage  has  been  a  considerable  source  of  income 
towards  the  reduction  of  the  over-all  cost  of  the  service. 

(b)  Cesspools 

The  Council  operate  a  cesspool  emptying  service  which 
provides  for  the  emptying  of  each  cesspool  four  times  a  year 
free  of  charge  in  respect  of  each  house  discharging  sewage  into 
a  cesspool.  The  service  has  operated  satisfactorily  throughout  the 
year. 

(c)  Rivers  and  Streams 

It  has  not  been  found  necessary  for  any  action  to  be  taken 
in  respect  of  pollution  of  rivers  and  streams  in  the  area.

MOVEABLE  DWELLINGS 

Public  Health  Act,  1936,  Section  269 

143  visits  were  made  to  Camping  Sites  and  36  to  individual

There  is  provision  for  approximately  590  caravans  in  the 
district,  situated  on  seven  commercial  sites.  In  addition,  34  move- 
able  dwellings  are  licensed. 

The  sanitary  conditions  at  all  the  sites  are  in  every  way 
satisfactory,  in  many  cases  additional  facilities  have  been  pro¬ 
vided,  and  it  is  claimed  the  arrangements  made  for  this  way  of 
life  in  this  district  are  as  good  as  any  in  the  country.

PUBLIC  HEALTH  (Prevention  of  Tuberculosis)  REGULATIONS 

1925 

It  has  not  been  necessary  to  serve  any  notice  under  these 
Regulations  which  prevent  persons  suffering  from  Tuberculosis 
taking  part  in  the  production  of  milk. 

PUBLIC  HEALTH  ACT,  1936,  Section  172 

No  action  has  had  to  be  taken  by  the  Council  under  this 
Section,  which  gives  power  to  Sanitary  Authorities  to  apply  in 
special  cases  for  a  Magistrate  s  Order  for  the  removal  of  Tuber¬ 
culous  persons  to  an  Institution  for  isolation.
